the 
side 
ditches. Ii you look closely you will 
see side ditches which have grow a 
up with bushes aud weeds in many 
cases, and which are so far from the 
traveled part of the road that the 
rain water does no: dram into them. 
That part of the roadway where the 
wagons travel is called the traveled 
way. To prevent water from standing 
on the traveled way the road should 
be raiced iu the center and should 
slope 
gently 
iu.o 
broad 
shallow 
ditches. It is then said to have a 
crown, lf it is IO feet from the center 
of the road lo the side ditch, the sur­ 
face at the side ditch should be ai 
least IO inches lower than it is at 
the center where the horses travel. 
The road then has a 10-iuch crow'n. 
The rain that falls on a road proper­ 
ly crowned will run quickly to the 
side and not soak iu.o the surface or 
form pools. The side ditches for sur­ 
face water should run parallel to the 
right of way, aud should be open at 
every low point so that the water can 
run out of them 
into 
neighboring 
brooks or streams. 
If the 
ditches 
merely collect the water 
from 
the 
road sufrace and it can not run away 
large pools will be formed along the 
roadside, which will gradually soak 
into the soil beneath the road aud 
make it so soft that the 
wheels 
of 
wagons will cut through the road sur 
face and soon destroy it. 
Sometimes water runs from land 
along the road into the 
road 
and 
forms a little stream down ihe wheel 
tracks or in the middle where the 
horses travel. When driveways into 
farm yards are built across the side 
ditches they frequently form channels 
for water from the farm yard to run 
into the road. The pipes under drive­ 
ways become filled with leaves or rub 
bish and the water can no longer run 
away. lf the driveways that stop the 
ditch water wrere rebuilt so that no 
pipes were necessary and the ditch 
could be left open, much trouble from 
surface water would be stopped. 
Sometimes a road runs across low’ 
ground or through a swamp where 
the road can not be drained by side 
ditches alone, lf the road were built 
higher like a railroad embankment 
across such low land and made with 
a crown, it would be dry and hard. 
Sometimes a road 
passes 
through 
what is called a cut. This is a place 
where the earth has been dug out 
so that the road eau go over a hill 
without being too steep. The water 
which always flows quietly under the 
ground on hill sides is known as 
ground water. In road cuts such wat­ 
er sometimes makes the road very 
muddy, and the road then needs wha: 
road builders call underdrainage. A 
good kind of 
underdrainage 
is 
a 
trench to go along under the side 
drain and about 3 feet deep and a foot 
and a half wide. In this trench a pipe 
is laid near the bottom and covered 
with loose stones no bigger than an i 
egg. When the trench is completely 
Hilled with loose stones the ground 
water instead of soaking into the 
roadway will stop among the stones 
and how dowu the hill through the 
pipe. 
To keep a road smooth and crown­ 
ed the best me:hod is to drag it with 
a road drag. A road drag is made eas­ 
ily with two halves of a log which 
has been split. The log should be 
about 6 or 8 inches in thickness and 
about 6 or 8 feet long. The two halves 
of the log are set *3 feet apart with 
the smooth faces forward and up­ 
right. They are then fastened togeth­ 
er with braces set in 
holes 
bored 
through the log. A pair of horses may 
•be used to drag the road and are 
hitched to a chain fastened to the 
front half of the log. The road drag 
should move forward so that it slants 
across the road in such a way that 
a small amount of earth will" slide 
p<;st the smooth face of the log to­ 
ward the center of the road, thus 
forming the crown. The edges of the 
logs will smooth out the ruts. The 
bes: way to drag is to begin at the 
side ditch and go up one side of the 
road, aud then down the other. In 
the next trip the drag 
should 
be 
started a little nearer the center and 
tile la s t 
rip over the road the drag 
a la y work c l o s e to the center itself. 
S m a l l r i d g e s of earth will be thrown 
in the horse track and smeared by 
the round side of the log smoo hly 
over the road. The smearing of the 
earth by the drag is called puddling' 
and It tends to make the surface of 
the road smooth and water-tight aft­ 
er the sun comes out. The road is 
always d ra g g ed after it has rained 
and not when it is dry. A good, strong 
pair of horses with a well-built d ra g 
c a n d ra g about 3 or 4 m ile s o f road 
in a day,-and it is the b est w ay to 
m a in ta in g o o d ro a d s. In ev e ry c o u n ty 
I 


some farm er along each 4 miles of 
road should own a drag and drag the 
road when it rains; aud he would al­ 
ways find the road in good condition 
when he goes to m arket.

new crops of the west—kaffir 
corn 
and peanuts—have in the past 
few 
years been so extensively raised iii 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Texas it is of 
interest to know that they have made 
considerable change in the foreign 
and domestic commerce of the United 
States. 
Of the crop of kaffir corn for 1912 
over 1,000,000 bushels passed through 
the ports of Galveston and New- Or­ 
leans for European ports. The crea­ 
tion of an European demand w ill have 
a tendency to steady prices, if not 
increase it, as the consumers of Eu­ 
rope estimate its value at 90 per cent 
that of corn andon that base its val­ 
ue, as a fuel, for animals is placed.

The result of such 
rivalry for sanitary attainment there 
was observed by me last y»*ar when I 
was designated by Holland s to decide 
a “tie” between two towns attaining 
the same score. My experience has 
taught me lhat municipal sanitation 
can best be secured when all agencies 
are at work, for men will co-operat* 
with women leading a crusade against 
fil’h when they will grumble at the 
efforts of officers of the law seeking 
the same ends. What we need in Ok­ 
lahoma is a proper cultivation of civie 
pride. We pay attention to the inter­ 
ior of oui; homes and allow the im­ 
portant 
exterior 
surroundings 
to 
care for themselves. A fine home wl h 
a foul-smelling cess-pool iii the rear 
alley is to be likened to a beautiful
